Bomb Experiments 


Editorial - BY BRICE BIOSS AT 
When the idea of building an 11- 
bomb was first proposed in this 
country’, many thoughtful people 
voiced the fear that the more test 
explosion of such a bomb 
might 
dangerously c o n t a m i n a t e the 
earth's atmosphere. 
But respon­ 
sible scientists dismissed this no­ 
tion as unsound 
America went ahead to build the 
H-bomb, and so evidently did Rus­ 
sia, for both have since exploded 
such 
devices. 
After 
our experi­ 
ment in mid-Pacilic, a new furor 
arose because Japanese fishermen 
operating just beyond the official 
danger zone were harmed by radio­ 
active 
dust 
from the “fall-out.” 
One fisherman later died 
Still, the generally held view was 
that it was safe to continue experi­ 
mental explosions in areas of the 
globe remote from population. 


More 
recently, 
however, 
a 
French scientist who got little at­ 
tention for his words had an alarm 
ing comment to offer 
He sug­ 
gested that H bomb experiments 
already 
conducted 
might 
have 
contaminated the atmosphere in­ 
advertently. to the point where tho 
human race may suffer damage. 
But J. Robert Oppenheimer, emi­ 
nent atomic physicist who now 
heads 
Princeton’s 
Instil Ute 
for 
Advanced Study, continues to be­ 
lieve that this fear is exaggerat­ 
ed, at least as it implies harm to 
the ordinary functioning of living 
human beings. He thinks what we 
have to worry about are not occa­ 
sional isolated experiments, hut the 
shower of radioactive 
dust that 
would fall upon the earth in a 
nuclear war. 
Yet Oppenheimer says there is a 
vast ignorance about the possible 
effects of the nuclear ‘ fall out.” It 
is 
well 
known that 
exposure to 
strong radioactivity renders hum­ 
an beings sterile. 
But the scient­ 
ists who study these matters do 
not have any real idea how much 
harm may be done by what might 
be called a “ mild dose” of radio­ 
activity in the atmosphere. Could 
it mean stunted or deformed child­ 
ren in the future? 


Perhaps only time and further 
bitter experiences like those suf­ 
fered by the Japanese fishermen 
in 1954 will begin to crack these 
puzzling problems. 
We cannot take too much com­ 
fort from the present conviction 
of Oppenheimer or other scientists 
that today’s nuclear experiments 
are not harmful 
Great doubt ob­ 
viously exists about their effects. 
We must resolve that doubt in 
favor of humanity's 
safety 
and 
future well-being. 
We 
must test 
with extreme caution, and we must 
strive for the strength that may 
help assure that these frightening 
weapons 
are never 
applied 
in 
war

WASHINGTON — A vitally im­ 
portant, sometimes bitter debate, 
is taking place inside the 
White 
House arid the State Department 
regarding future policy in China. 
Upon 
its outcome 
may depend 
whether 
the 
U. S. A. gets em­ 
broiled in a .shooting war in China. 
Here are the chiel participants 
in the argument: 
1. Senator Know land of Califor­ 
nia. chief champion of Chiang Kai- 
Shek. 
When he breakfasted with 
Eisenhower 
last week, 
it wasn’t 
the first time he had argued with 
Ike 
over 
the 
Tachen 
islands. 
Know land has been in and out of 
tho White House privately, 
like a 
shuttlecock 
2. John Foster Dulles, also in 
and out of the White House, has 
been opposing the big, blunt sena­ 
tor from California. 
3. Admiral Arthur Radford, per- 
suasive, dynamic chairman of tho 
Joint 
Chiefs 
of Staff, 
also has 
beaten a path lo the door of the 
W’hite 
House. 
He opposes Dulles, 
sides w ith Know land, claims that 
if the Reds take Tachen Inlands, 
Formosa will fall next. 
Here is the background of this 
vital, behind-the-scenes debate. 
Last 
summer, as already pub­ 
lished, 
the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff 
recommended 
that 
the 
United 
States intervene 
to help Chiang 
Kai-Shek defend the island of Que- 
mov. three miles from the main­ 
land, in the mouth of Amoy har­ 
bor. 
General Matthew Ridgway, 
Army chief of staff, was the lone 
dissenter. 
He feared the United 
States would get dangerously em­ 
broiled with China. 
Since that time, the 7th Fleet has 
supplied Chiang’s forces on Que 
moy with food and munitions. And 
a state of indecision as to whether 
we would or would not defend Que- 
mov 
has prevailed. 
Eisenhower 
had indicated to advisers only that 
he would decide the matter when 
the time came. 
TAC HENS “ESSENTIAL” 
The Tachen 
Islands, 
about 200 
miles up the China coast and about 
12 miles away from the mainland. 
also came before the Joint Chiefs 
oi Staff — later 
Here the recom­ 
mendation was . . . the Tachens 
are “necessary for the defense of 
Formosa 
In this ease. General Ridgway 
did not dissent. 
He agreed with 
Admiral Radford, even though the 
two have been at loggerheads on 
other Far Eastern policy most of 
the time. 
Here are the reasons the Joint 
Chiefs 
of Staff gave 
the White 
House as to why the Tachen Isl­ 
ands are essential: 
I 
The United States, working 
through the Nationalists, has radar 
on the Tachens, 
which can 
spot 
approaching Red planes as they 
head for Formosa. 
2. 
Red China wants the main 
Tachen island as a jet base, and 
its capture would give the Com­ 
munists a strategic jump-off place, 
to attack Formosa, 
This is because Red jets now op­ 
erate 
about 
50 miles 
south 
of 
Shanghai - the nearest 
hard-sur­ 
faced air base to Formosa. 
At 
one lime the Reds tried out a dirt 
runway air base, but had some 
bad crackups 
So if they take the 
Tachens. they 
gain 
control of a 
good, though small, hard-surfaced 
airfield from which they could at­ 
tack Formosa more readily. 
The 
Tachens 
are a group of 
small islands, some of which are 
not strategically important. 
However, Yikiang island, 
cap­

Furthermore, the Reds 
captured it despite rough

Speed Action on 
Better Deal Under 
Korean GI Bill 


WASHINGTON 
IP— The House 
Veterans committee today called 
up for short hearings and fast ac­ 
tion a bill to give men in military 
.service on or before Jan. 21 a bet­ 
ter deal under the Korean GI Bill. 
President 
Eisenhower 
has set 
that date as the cut off for ac­ 
cumulation of entitlement to w ar­ 
time veterans benefits under the 
GI Bill and other veterans laws. 
The bill before the committee 
was aimed at making available full 
school benefits of the GI Bill—up 
to four years in college at govern­ 
ment expense—to men who are in 
service on the cutoff date but who 
will not at that time have served 
long enough to get the maximum 
school entitlement. 
Committee Chairman 
Olin E. 
Teague 
(I) Tex), 
who sponsored 
the bill, predicted it would be rec­ 
ommended 
unanimously 
to the 
House after hearings lasting a day 
or two. The bill has the backing of 
I President Eisenhower, many m em ­ 
bers of House and Senate, 
and 
1 most interested groups. It seemed 
assured of early passage. 
Rep Harold C. Ostertag (R NY) 
in a statem ent to the committee, 
supported the extension. 
“ All en­ 
tered with the 
expectation that

On the Market 


PHILADELPHIA WI — Old coin 
dealers 
hastily 
reshuffled 
their 
price lists 
after the U. 
S. mint 
here dumped more than three mil­ 
lion previously rare silver dollars 
onto the market. 
Mrs. Rae V. Biester, superin­ 
tendent of the Philadelphia 
Mint, 
said 
the “Liberty 
Head” cains 
minted in the 1880s, which were 
stored in the vaults of the mint 
here since their manufacture, were 
shipped out because the mint staff 
was not aware they 
were valued 
between 
$2 and 
$17 by numis­ 
matists. 
She explained that the minting of 
• Liberty 
Heads” 
was 
halted in 
1904 but those already on hand 
had been kept in the vault to back 
up early paper dollars which called 
for redemption with a “silver dol­ 
lar.” Later the bills were changed 
to read “payable in silver.” 
From 
1921 to 1935 
the “peace 
dollar” coins 
were minted 
and 
these were 
sufficient to keep up 
with the demand until this year. 
Recently the Mint Bureau at Wash­ 
ington sent out its usual authoriza­ 
tion 
to 
ship 
silver dollars 
to 
banks to meet the Christmas de­ 
mand. 
The section of the vault here 
from which the silver dollars were 
withdrawn in recent years was de­ 
pleted 
and em ployes switched to 
another 
section, not 
knowing it 
contained 
the 
‘Yare” 
Liberty 
heads. 
The bags of coins included some 
minted in 1884 valued in coin cata­ 
logues at $13. others stamped 1886 
with a $13.50 value, 1889s worth

$4,200 Wages 
Now Taxable for 
Social Security 


As of Jauary I, 1955, a signifi­ 
cant change took place in the pres­ 
ent social security law. 
On that 
date all covered workers started 
to pay social security taxes on up 
to $4,200 per year instead of the 
present maximum of $3,000 per 
year, E. Bishop Hill, manager of 
the Harrisburg social security of­ 
fice, s lid today. 
Actually this change will not be 
immediately apparent in an em ­ 
ploye's pay check, since there will 
lie no increase in the amount with­ 
held 
However, when .a worker 
reaches $3,600 in any one year his 
social security deductions will not 
stop at that point. 
Both he and 
his employer will continue to con­ 
tribute until 
his earnings reach 
$4,200. 
The same increase is also 
to be applied to self-employed in­ 
dividuals 
This broadening of the earnings 
base may mean increased contri­ 
butions of up to $12 per year for 
each worker and an equal amount 
for his employer. 
A self-employed 
individual may pay up to $18 more 
each year. 
Mr. Hill states that 
such increased contributions lead 
to an increase in maximum retire­ 
ment 
benefits 
from 
$98.50 
to 
$108 50 per month with propor­ 
tionately

dependent and 
survivor benefits.
